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MAKE READY FOR THE CHURCH 
UNITY OCTAVE OF 10918 


It is none too early to introduce the sub- 
ject of Church Unity, in order to prepare 
the mind and heart of our Readers ahead 
of time for a better and more extended 
observance of the next Church Unity Oc- 
tave from January 18 to 25, 1918. Every 
year the paramount and overtowering im- 
portance of this Octave grows more and 
more apparent. Never did the world since 
the dawn of Christianity need Peace so 
desperately as it does at the present hour, 
and the hope of a real and enduring peace 
lies in the return of the disciples of Christ 
to Unity, and we who have the fulness of 
Divine Revelation and Truth know that 
such Unity can only be realized in the re 
turn of all Christians to communion with 
and loving obedience to the great White 
Shepherd of Christendom, the Occupant of 
the Chair of Peter at Rome. . This is what 
this Church Unity Octave emphasizes, and 
since February, 1916, it has been the voice 
of the Successor of Peter which has called 
the whole Catholic World to its observance, 
rewarding those who shall heed the call 
with Indulgences partial and plenary. (See 
Apostolic Brief of Popé Benedict XV, 
February 25, 1916.) 


WE APPEAL TO THE HIERARCHY 
First and foremost we appeal to the 





Hierarchy to make the Church Unity Oc- 
tave in their several dioceses to be more 
generally observed in 1918 than ever before. 
The Cardinals of America, Canada, Eng- 
land and Ireland, the Archbishops and the 
Bishops, have always been the friends of 
the Church Unity Octave, and some have 
been its greatest promoters. Time and 
space forbid us to tell, even briefly, what 
the Bishops have from the outset done to 
popularize the observance of the Octave 
among the faithful. We do not doubt that 
what the Hierarchy have already begun to 
do so successfully they will vigorously per- 
severe in until the observance of the Church 
Unity Octave will become as universal in the 
month of January as the Rosary Devotions 
are in the months of May and October. 
WE APPEAL TO THE RELIGIOUS 

It was, of course, to be expected that 
the Religious, trained as they are to a 
life of prayer, would be the first to ob- 
serve in their many monasteries, con- 
vents and institutions the Church Unity 
Octave, and this expectation has been abun- 
dantly realized. While thanking our fellow 
Religious, Fathers, Brothers and Sisters, 
for the splendid service they have rendered 
the cause of Unity through the faithful ob- 
servance of the Octave heretofore, the 
Friars of the Atonement humbly beg all 
the Communities of Religious everywhere 
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throughout the Catholic Church in the 
whole world to unite with one consent from 
the Feast of the Chair of Péter at Rome 
until the Festival of the Conversion of St. 
Paul in praying our Lord to hasten the 
blessed day when Catholic Unity will 
triumph over heresy and schism and the 
united hosts of Christ shall subdue all na- 
tions to the scepter of the cross and herald 
the millennial reign of the Lord’s Anointed 
over the entire world. 
WE ApPEAL TO THE CATHOLIC FAITHFUL 
It is our ambition to see the Church 
Unity Octave observed not alone within 
cloistered walls, but by the multitude of the 
faithful in every church in Christendom and 
beside the family altar in every Catholic 
home. Will not the seventy thousand Sub- 
scribers to THe Lamp and all others who 
scan its pages share with us this noble am- 
bition and do your utmost, dear Reader, to 
propagate the observance of the Octave 
among the rank and file of the people? 
What prayer can be more agreeable to the 
Sacred Heart than that which He Himself 
uttered on the night of His betrayal, Ut 
omnes unum sint (that all may be one)? 
And never was there a time in its history 
when this poor war-ridden earth needed so 
desperately a gracious answer to that prayer 
than at the present time. Therefore let us 
begin right away to make ready for the 
Church Unity Octave in January and so 
storm heaven with our entreaties that the 
end of the present war will be its immediate 
result, and after that such a mighty move- 
ment among the “other sheep” towards the 
sheepfold of Peter as the world has not wit- 
nessed since the schism between East and 
West in the tenth century and the Protes- 
tant breach with Rome in the sixteenth. 


THE PRESENT WAR AND CHURCH 
UNITY 

Three years ago, when the war in Europe 

was only three months old, we published in 

Tue Lamp an Editorial so pertinent to the 
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present situation that we make no apology 
for introducing it once more to the thought- 
ful attention of our Readers. Al! that has 
happened since only adds to its force and 
intensifies the cogency of its plea for the 
more general and more devout observance 
of the Church Unity Octave. We reprint 
the Editorial in italics the better to distin- 
guish it from the foregoing words of intro- 
duction. 

World conditions at the present moment 
summon us imperiously to pray for the 
Peace of Jerusalem as the exigencies of 
Church and State have never quite so ap- 
pealingly called us to our knees before. 

One of the most appalling aspects of the 
colossal conflict is the impotency of the five 
hundred million disciples of Jesus Christ, 
the Prince of Peace, to stop the inhuman 
butchery, surpassing in its carnage the 
bloodiest war ever waged by uncivilized 
savages. 

Never since the foundation of the world 
were so many millions of men under arms 
engaged in a single war. In comparison 
with the present European armaments, the 
army of Xerxes dwindles to the dimension 
of a single battle front of one of the nine 
great nations now battling for the mastery. 
Yet with the exception of the pagan Japa- 
nese, all the combatants are Christians, and 
some fifty thousand of them have been con- 
strained to lay aside the vestments of the 
altar and the habit of Holy Religion to don 
the uniform of the civil soldier. [At this 
time Turkey had not entered the war.] 


Wuaat Is THE EXPLANATION? 

How explain this impotency of the dis- 
ciples of Christ to sheath the bloody sword 
and stay their hand from acting the part of 
Cain, the first of mankind to slay his 
brother? Why should even the voice of 
the Vicar of Christ, in the person of the 
saintly Pius, whom all men revered as the 
most Christ-like of men—why, we ask, 
should even the voice of Peter have fallen 
unheeded upon the ears of those earthly 
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potentiates, whose diplomatic ultimatums 
are responsible for loosing the hellish dogs 
of war and rushing millions of peace-loving 
men from the mill, the farm, the market 
place, to be slaughtered like sheep in the 
battle trenches, above which devils dance 
and hold their -fiendish carnival in defiance 
of the angels of God, who sang when the 
Prince of Peace was born, “Glory to God 
in the Highest and on earth peace to men 
of good will’? For the first time in the 
history of the Roman Empire the temple 
of Janus was closed and universal peace 
reigned in all the world when the Word 
of God was made Flesh and first came to 
dwell among us; but now the Prince of this 
world sits high enthroned upon the altar in 
a military Cathedral whose mighty towers 
are builded of cannons, howitzers and siege 
guns, while with devilish glee he shouts, 
“Bravo,” amid the din of death-dealing 
artillery and mocks at the Prince of Peace. 

Why, O Catholics, O Orthodox, O Angli- 
cans, O Protestants, are we, in union with 
our Divine Head, thus rudely jeered at by 
the denizens of hell? How comes it that 
we are forced to be the spectators while our 
fellow-Christians, like savage, brute beasts, 
are killing each other, not by the thousands 
or the tens of thousands, but by the mil- 
lions, in the amphitheatre of Continental 
Europe? How is it that we are utterly 
helpless to stop this wholesale murder of 
Christians by Christians? 

Be not so short-sighted as to lay the 
blame at the door of commercialism, the 
mere greed for gold, accursed thought be ; 
charge it not to militarism, unless you are 
going to confound the effect with its cause; 
blame not the aged Emperor of Austria, or 
the Kaiser of Germany, the Czar of Russia, 
the King of England, the President of the 
French Republic, or even the original cause 
or pretext, the Regicide of Servia. Trace 
more deeply into the soil of Europe the 
great tap-root of this colossal tree, whose 
branches are laden with the golden fruits of 
commerce, the death-dealing apparatus of 
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war, and whose leaves are dripping with the 
blood of the slain. The hand that planted 
the sapling from which this mighty tree has 
grown was Martin Luther, and the princi- 
ples of the Protestant Reformation are the 
rich fertilizers upon which it has thrived. 
The tree began to bear fruit after its kind 
while Luther yet lived, as the thirty-year 
war in Germany and all the other Reforma- 
tion wars which broke out all over northern 
Europe abundantly bear witness. 


Ut Omnes Unum SINT 


On the night in which He breathed His 
never-to-be-forgotten Prayer for the Unity 
of His Disciples, Ut omnes unum sint, the 
Divine Founder of Christianity also pro- 
vided the Bond of Unity and a visible 
touchstone of Catholic Fellowship when, 
turning to Peter, the Prince and Head of 
His apostles, He said to him: “I have 
prayed for thee, Peter, that thy faith fail 
not, and when thou art coverted, confirm 
(strengthen) thy brethren”; and after His 
resurrection He made His Divine will yet 
more manifest by thrice addressing the 
Rock-man, on whom He had said He would 
build His church, “Feed My lambs, feed 
My sheep, shepherd My flock.” 

It is only when all the Christians in all 
the world clearly recognize the Supreme 
Authority of the Apostolic See,and the un- 
erring orthodoxy of the Voice of Peter, that 
all believers in Christ will be one again, as 
on the day of Pentecost, and the whole 
world, bending low beneath the outward 
witness of Christ's Sovereign Authority 
reigning among men, will indeed accept His 
Messiahship, and “the lion will lie down 
with the lamb,” and all the world shall re- 
joice in a Universal Peace. 

This is the message of paramount impor- 
tance which a sect-ridden Christianity and 
a civilized world, staggering under its load 
of militarism, needs at this hour; and, chas- 
tened by the terrible suffering entailed upon 
all mankind by the savage mania for war 
now sweeping so many nations into its vor- 
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tex, it may be that Protestants and Ortho- 
dox alike will give reverent heed to the 
Vicar of Christ, and for this, fellow Cath- 
olics, we have need to pray, and to season 
our prayers with fasted vigils and peniten- 
tial exercises. Therefore, we plead with 
our readers to make themselves and others 
ready to observe as never before the coming 
Church Unity Octave, from the Feast of 
the Chair of Peter at Rome to the Festival 
of the Conversion of St. Paul, the great 
Catholic Doctor and Apostle of the Gen- 
tiles, i. e., from January 18 to January 25. 


MULTUM IN PARVO 

A solemn patriotic Vesper service was 
held in St. Patrick’s Cathedral, Newark, on 
Sunday, October 21st, under the auspices 
of the senior and junior Holy Name Socie- 
ties of the city, in place of the annual 
parade, which was omitted this year. Mon- 
signor Isaac P. Whelan was the celebrant 
at Solemn. Vespers, while the Rev. John A. 
Dillon, superintendent of the diocesan paro- 
chial schools, preached the sermon. New 
members were received by the Rev. John 
A. Kiernan. It was a noteworthy occasion. 


On Sunday, October 14th, a solemn cere- 
mony marked the laying of the cornerstone 
of the Chapel of Perpetual Adoration in 
Chicago, by Archbishop Mundelein. . 


Over one thousand Holy Name men were 
present at a special Vesper service in St. 
John’s Church, Paterson, N. J., on Sunday, 
October 14th, when the Rev. Father Law- 
rence, O.F.M., officiated at Vespers and 
Benediction, and Monsignor Mooney, of 
South Orange, preached an inspiring ser- 
mon on “The Christian Life.” 


Monday, October 15th, was observed as 
a solemn feast day in the Carmelite Chapel 
at Baltimore. It was the feast of St. 
Teresa. His Eminence Cardinal Gibbons 
and His Lordship Bishop Charles W. Cur- 
rier were present; also Monsignor George 


W. Devine, Monsignor Michael F. Foley, 
Very Rev. Dr. Dyer, S.S., Very Rev. Wil- 
liam Ennis, S.J., and the Very Rev. Joseph 
Stolz, C.SS.R. The officers of the Mass 
were the Rev. Fathers Isasi, C.D., Dooley, 
S.J., and Morrissey. Rev. W. Paul Smith 
was master of ceremonies. In his sermon 
Bishop Currier eloquently set forth the 
reasons which inspired St. Teresa to under- 
take the reform of the Carmelite Order. 


The big Knights of Columbus auditorium 
at Camp Grant, in Rockford, Illinois, at its 
dedication on Columbus Day, was packed 
with officers and men. This new and 
handsome building will be the center for 
the chief entertainments and comfort of 
the men of the 86th division through the 
winter months to follow. 


The autovan of the Catholic Truth 
Guild, conducted by Mr. David Goldstein, 
the noted anti-socialist orator, has closed 
a most successful season in the East, 
proving that it is possible by this means to 
reach with Catholic truth the ears of 
Americans who never enter a Catholic 
Church. Besides the lectures fifteen 
thousand Catholic books and fifty thousand 
16-page pamphlets of a sociological char- 
acter were disposed of among the 150,000 
persons at the eighty open air meetings 
conducted. In January Mr. Goldstein, ac- 
companied by Sergt. Arthur B. Corbett, will 
begin a three months’ tour of California 
with the autovan, returning through the 
West to Boston, in the Spring. 


The Holy See has expressed its willing- 
ness to accept as ambassador of Spain to 
the Vatican Marquis Villasinda, who is 
due to reach Rome this month. 


A movement marking a new era for the 
Church in Greater New York is the 
organization, under the hierarchy of New 
York and Brooklyn, of the combined laity 
of both dioceses as a Catholic Lecture

Farley and Bishop McDonnell. : 

The Golden Jubilee of St. Mary’s parish, 
Quincy, Illinois, of which the Rev. A. Zur- 
bonsen is pastor, was celebrated on, Sun- 
day, October 7th, in conjunction with the 
Forty Hours Devotion, the Solemn Ponti- 
fical Mass being celebrated by His Lord- 
ship, The Rt. Rev. H. Althoff, D.D., 
Bishop of Belleville, assisted by Fathers 
Degenhardt and Postner, of St. Boniface 
and St. John’s churches, respectively, in 
the same city...The sermon was preached 
by the Vicar-General of Chicago, The Rt. 
Rev. Monsignor F. A. Rempe. 

Just four hundred and twenty-five years 
ago, on October 12th, 1492, the Catholic 
Columbus, aided by a Catholic Queen, in- 
spired by a Catholic monk—Perez de 
Marchina—discovered this western conti- 
nent and opened to the Old World the gates 
of the New. 


Sunday, October 14th was a gala oc- 
casion for Catholics in the Ridgewood sec- 
tion of Queensborough, N. Y. City, for in 
connection with the solemn commemoration 
of the 25th anniversary of St. Aloysius 
parish the doors of its splendid new 
Church, whose foundation was laid in 1892, 
were thrown open for the first time. 


An Episcopalian publication says: “The 
heroic devotion of Catholic priests under 
arms, fighting as fearless soldiers one 
hour and the next celebrating Mass, hear- 
ing confessions or ministering to the dying, 
is‘one of the brightest pages of the dark 
record of the battlefields.” 


According to the estimate of The London 
Tablet, France has mobilized between 25,- 
000 and 30,000 priests, nearly three- 
fourths of whom are facing death in the 
trenches, while over.three thousand have 
actually been killed in the war. “Every 
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month 600,000 Masses are said by these 
soldier-priests on the lurid edge of the 
great world-war.” 


The first church to be dedicated to Our 
Lady Queen of Peace is that of the cele- 
brated Spanish Benedictine monastery of 
Coguillada, near Saragossa. Dom Etienne 
Babon, the prior, who found the church in 
ruins but has made of it a magnificent 
structure, has received an autograph letter 
of thanks from the Supreme Pontiff, who 
declares the restoration a consolation to his 
heart, desolated by the sorrows of war. 
The dedication took place in October. 


On Sunday, October 7th, His Eminence 
Cardinal Farley dedicated the new Capu- 
chin church of the Sacred Heart at Yonkers, 
N. Y., the date marking the silver jubilee 
of the parish. On October 12th, Columbus 
Day, His Eminence blessed the new St. 
Mary’s School at Poughkeepsie. 


The national monument of Spain to the 
Sacred Heart will probably be completed by 
next April. Its height is about 100 feet and 
the figure of Our Lord surmounting it is 
of marble, thirty feet high, over which 
angels hold a scroll inscribed with these 
words: “I Reicn 1n Spain.” At the base 
is an altar surrounded by a semi-circle of 
statues representing St. Theresa, St. James 
and other great Spanish saints. 


A Columbus pageant was given in Pitts- 
burgh at Cathedral Hall by the Knights of 
Columbus from October 8th to the 13th, 
Cardinal Gibbons lending his robes of office 
to grace the occasion. 


The Quakers at the annual meeting of 
Friends endorsed Pope Benedict’s peace 
proposals, and dispatched the following 
telegram to President Wilson: “We urge 
thee to embrace the great opportunity pre- 
sented by the Pope’s message. Although it 
does not attempt to set forth detailed and 
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final terms, it at least affords a firm and 
hopeful basis, in harmony with thy address 
of the first month, second, for beginning 
negotiations leading to permanent peace. 
We firmly believe that the growing desire 
to punish Germany, born of a revengeful 
spirit, should be subordinate to the oppor- 
tunity here offered to safeguard, through 
liberalism, the future peace of nations.” 


His Eminence Cardinal O’Connell, of 
Boston, celebrated a military Mass on the 
Strandway at Marine Park on the morning 
of Columbus Day. The intention of the 
Mass was “for the American soldier and 
sailor boys who have offered themselves for 
America’s cause.” There was a very large 
crowd in attendance, including many 
Knights of Columbus delegations, and those 
from other socjeties. Marine Park is here- 
after to be known as Columbus Park. 


The proposed sale of the historic Colum- 
bus Cathedral at Havana, together with the 
fear that it would be destroyed, has caused 
such opposition among the people that the 
edifice, which is now 213 years old, will 
probably pass into the ownership of the 
Cuban government as a permanent national 
monument. The Cathedral was completed 
by the Jesuit Fathers in 1704, and it is as- 
serted that the bones of Christopher Colum- 
bus were removed from Santo Domingo to 
its crypt in the following year, though the 
Santo Dominicans dispute this. 


The British government has now gone to 
the extremity of drafting religious, and six 
Cistercians have been taken from one abbey 
alone. 


While we hear so much about the sup- 
pression of German-language newspapers, 
it is apropos to recall that the first of them, 
the Philadelphische Zeitung, was begun by 
Benjamin Franklin in 1732. 


With eighteen buildings completed, at as 
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many encampments and cantonments, the 


committee of the Knights of Columbus hay- 
ing the matter in charge have made a speedy 
beginning and splendid progress in their 
social and spiritual welfare work for the 
soldiers. 


Cable dispatches from Rome announce § 
that our Holy Father, Pope Benedict XV, ~ 


has granted a plenary indulgence to all 
American Catholics who, during the year 
ending August 30, 1918, make a Novena in 
honor of St. Rose of Lima, the first Amer- 
ican saint, the third centenary of whose 
death closes on that day. The year is being 
marked with festivities and spiritual rejoic- 
ings in the Saint’s native Peru, and in all 
South America. 


On the feast of St. Francis of Assisi 
solemn ceremonies attended the dedication 
and canonical erection of the Convent of 
the Poor Clares in Philadelphia. The Rt. 
Rev. Bishop McCort, attended by the Rev- 
erend clergy, officiated. The Rev. Benedict 
Guldner, S.J., preached upon the self- 
sacrificing and exemplary life of St. Fran- 
cis of Assisi. : 


Many -parochial missions by Franciscan 
Fathers were scheduled for this month. 
Some have already been concluded. Those 
about to begin will, during the remainder 
of the month and up until Christmas, be 
held at St. Joseph’s Church, East Ruther- 
ford, N. J.; St. Mark’s Church, Bristol, 
Pa.; the Church of the Presentation of the 
Blessed Virgin Mary, at Cheltenham, Pa. 
and the Church of the Holy Souls, at Phila- 
delphia. These missions will all be given 
by the Franciscan Fathers of the Province 
of the Most Holy Name. 


Through the munificence of Alphonso 
XIII, King of Spain, the famous edifice 
on the Janiculum—San Pietro in Montorio 
~“which is under the patronage of the 
Spanish rrewp..bas been restored in all its 
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fave Had charge of San Pietro for cen- 
tities. 


A fine rtiosait of the eatly sixth century 
fis been discovered neat Beersheba, in the 
Holy Land. It beats a Gteco-Sytiac in- 
scription referring to a St. George whose 
bones were found beneath the mosaic. The 
work of art, somewhat injured by Turkish 
trench digging, has been removed to Cairo 
to await its ultimate disposition. 


The State charter board of Kansas re- 
fused to grant a charter to The Appeal to 
Reason, a Socialist publication issued at 
Gerard, Kansas, basing its action on an 
order by the Federal Post-Office Depart- 
ment which has barred the publication from 
the mails. 


The Rt. Rev. P. J. Garrigan, D.D., 
Bishop of Sioux City, Iowa, presented to 
all the Catholic soldiers at Camp Eaton a 
card bearing the following message in his 
own hand: “God bless and protect our 
American soldier boys. May they honor 
their country by patriotic service. May 


they honor their God by virtuous, manly 


lives.” 


At Indian Hill, near Syracuse, N. Y., a 
granite shaft now marks the spot where the 
first Holy Mass was offered in the State of 
New York. It was solemnly dedicated on 
September 23d. In the Onandago village 
located there, and in a chapel made of the 
bark of trees, Father Joseph Chaumont, 
S.J., said Mass away back on November 
14, 1655. This monumental tribute is the 
gift of the Knights of Columbus. 


At Thurles Cathedral, Ireland, the Arch- 
bishop of Cashel has announced that it has 
been decided to establish in Thurles the 
national college for the education of Irish 
priests for the China missions. 
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The Catholic Times of London says: 
“The misunderstandings revealed by jour- 
nalists in dealing with the Pope’s proposal 
have been legion. But it is becoming more 
and more manifest that millions in Ger- 
many and Austria-Hungary are profoundly 
grateful to His Holiness for the initiative 
he has taken and that his attion has in- 
creased his motal power amongst noh- 
Catholics throughout the world.” 


La Croix and other French Catholic pa- 
pers have gone through the common expe- 
rience of having whole columns cut out of 
religious articles, but now the French Gov- 
ernment has seized that sturdy Catholic 
paper, La Libre Parole, without an expla- 
nation. The efforts of the French Govern- 
ment to cripple the Catholic press have been 
persistent but unavailing, thanks to the 
loyalty of the secular press towards their 
Catholic confréres when the supply of 
paper was cut off. 


The Church of England lately began at 
the now thickly populated city of Woolwich 
a crusade designed “to bring the Church 
to the workers and the workers to the 
Church.” A writer in the Anglican Church 
Times says in this connection: “The cru- 
sade at Woolwich has made painfully clear 
the awful cleavage which exists between the 
Church and the great body of workers in 
our land to-day.” Apparently the men 
could not quite understand what the Church 
of England wanted with them. 


A bill to provide a chaplain for every 
1,200 men in all branches of the army and 
navy, which safely passed the Senate, was 
obstructed and killed in Congress through a 
pretext of Congressman William H. Staf- 
ford, of Milwaukee, that “it had not been 
considered by the Military Committee.” In 
the same manner he defeated a bill provid- 
ing chaplains for Jews and the various 
denominations. 
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PERSONALS 

Father Xavier Sutton, of the Pas- 
sionist Order, has undertaken a series of 
missions for non-Catholics in the mountains 
of Kentucky, under the patronage of the 
State Council of the Knights of Columbus 
and under the direction of the Bishop of 
Covington. Father Sutton has had a wide 
experience among the mountain folk and 
it is thought that these missions will be very 
successful because of the fact that during 
the past two years considerable quantities 
of Catholic literature have been distributed 
among the preponderating Protestant popu- 
lation. 


His Grace the Archbishop of Philadel- 
phia and the diocesan school board have 
expressed their thanks for the excellent 
services rendered to the diocesan schools by 
the Rt. Rev. Philip R. McDevitt, D.D., by 
having engrossed a set of resolutions to be 
presented to the Bishop of Harrisburg. 
This action was taken on October 5th, at 
a meeting of the school board presided over 
by His Grace.

The translation and enthronization of 
Bishop J. Henry Tihen, of Lincoln, Neb, 
as Bishop of Denver is scheduled to take 
place some time this month, though at this 
writing the precise time has not been an- 
nounced. am 

The Very Rev. H. de la Chapelle, S.M., 
superior of the mission band of his order 
and former rector of\ the Church of Our 
Lady of Victory, Boston, has been ap- 
pointed head of the American Province of 
the Marist Fathers, in succession to the 
Very Rev. Joseph F. Sollier, S.M., S.T.D,, 
and will make his headquarters at the 
Marist College in Washington, D. C. 





The Rt. Rev. John J. Cantwell, the newly 
appointed Bishop of Los Angeles, which 
see has been vacant since the death of they 
lovable Bishop Connaty nearly two years 
ago, is, like his predecessor, a native of Ire- 
land, and is forty-two years old. He was 
ordained at Thurles, in the County of 
Tipperary, and almost immediately there- 
after came to this country. The late 
Archbishop Riordan appointed him Vicar- 
General of the Archdiocese of San Fran- 
cisco when Archbishop Hanna, the former 
Vicar-General, was elevated to the Arch- 
bishopric in 1915. 


The Rev, John H. O’Rourke, S.J., of 
The Messenger of the Sacred Heart, has 
been appointed Master of Tertians of the 
Jesuit Order in the United States, with 
headquarters at St. Andrew’s on the Hud- 
son, N. Y., 


Mr. William P. McPhee, a prominent 
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M. Lissakovsky, the newly appointed 
minister of Russia to the Holy See, arrived 
in Rome last month and paid an official visit 
to Pope Benedict im order to present to His 
Holiness his credentials in the usual man- 
ner. M. Lissakovsky is a Catholic. 


A notable reception was lately tendered 
the Rev. Michael A. O’Kane, S.J., at the 
Eastern State Penitentiary, Philadelphia, of 
which he is Chaplain, by six hundred pris- 
oners, in honor of the fiftieth anniversary 
of his entrance into the Society of Jesus. 
The prisoners gave further evidence of the 
affection in which they hold their Chaplain 
by presenting him with a purse which they 
insisted upon making from their meagre 
earnings. 


Among the four Catholics in the first list 
of recipients of the “Order of the British 
Empire,” just instituted as an order of civil 
merit, the first Catholic lady honored is 
Sister Pauline, St. Vincent de Paul, in 
charge of the nursing staff of the Italian 
Hospital, London. She has been notably 
devoted in her care of the wounded from 
the beginning’of the war, but was surprised 
when she learned of her appointment as 
“commander” of the order. 


Major Orde Lees, a member of the 
Shackleton Antarctic Expedition, was lately 
received into the Church of Rome. The 
Holy Father gave him an audience and was 
greatly interested in his account of the ex- 
pedition. 


Father John B. de Ville, of Chicago, who 
is well known in the United States and 
Canada in. connection with colonization 
work, has returned from a two years’ so- 
journ in Belgium and has addressed the 
Marquette Woman’s League, the City Club 
and other Chicago organizations upon his 
observations in his travels. 
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To the oldest priest in the world, Rev. 
Damase Dandurand, O.M.I., of St. Boni- 
face, Manitoba, Archbishop Bruchesi, of 
Montreal, sent, on the 76th anniversary of 
his ordination, the following telegram: “To 
the venerable Oblate, a son of Montreal, the 
oldest priest in the world, cordial congratu- 
lations on the 76th anniversary of his ordi- 
nation.” Notwithstanding his 98 years, 
Father Damase still enjoys good health and 
celebrates Mass daily. 


On October 7th was celebrated the 25th 
anniversary of the ordination of the Very 
Rev. Ernest Coppo, S.S.F.S., Provincial of 
the Salesians in the United States. Father 
Coppo was elevated to the priesthood in his 
native Italy. For the past nineteen years 
he has devoted himself to work among the 
Italians of this country, chiefly in the Arch- 
diocese of New York, where his courageous 
efforts have won the esteem of the clergy 
generally. A monument to his missionary 
spirit is the Columbus Institute at Haw- 
thorne, which promises to be a fruitful 
nursery of priestly vocations for years to 
come. A distinguished body of monsignori, 
priests and lay friends attended the Jubilee 
Mass. 


Theodore Roosevelt at a great public 
meeting in Chicago recently paid the fol- 
lowing tribute to Mgr. Edward J. Vattman: 

“If I had been allowed to raise a division to 
go to the other side, I should have as my di- 
visional chaplain at headquarters Father Vattman. 
Father Vattman’s creed is not my creed, but I 
strive with stumblings and shortcomings to .act 
in the spirit of his preachings and his practice. 

“Father Vattman was born on the other side 
of the ocean, in Germany, and he is just exactly 
as good an American as I am. And if he does 
not belong in this country I don’t belong in this 
country. And he has shown his devotion to the 
flag as much as I or any of my ancestors have 
ever shown it, and any man who strove to dis- 
criminate against him on account of birthplace or 
creed, or against any other American of his type 
because of birthplace or creed, I would fight him 
as a foe to this country.”

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EUCHARISTIC PEACE ARMY 

Enrolment in the Eucharistic Peace 
Army gains in momentum each month. We 
have to report in this issue a larger enrol- 
ment even than in the preceding month; 
and we anticipate that before Christmas 
our first regiment of 2,400 Volunteers and 
Auxiliaries will be complete. By way of 
explanation to new Readers, a Volunteer 
is one who undertakes to receive Holy Com- 
munion every day, and recite the Prayer of 
Peace until the present war ends. An 
Auxiliary is one who undertakes to receive 
Holy Communion at least once a week. 
Any one securing seven or more Volunteers 
or Auxiliaries will receive the rank of 
Corporal; any Corporal forming three 
squads—that is to say, enrolling twenty-one 
or more recruits for the Regiment—becomes 
a Sergeant. To earn the title of Lieutenant, 
one must enroll fifty or more recruits. Any 
Priest, religious Superior, or layman organ- 
izing a company of.120 Volunteers or Aux- 
iliaries will be given the rank of Captain in 
our Eucharistic Peace Regiment. 

A Texas pastor has addressed to the 
Editor of THe Lamp the following letter: 
“May the new Society bearing the name of 
Eucharistic Volunteers soon count as mem- 
bers many thousands who feed at the Table 
of the Lord. Would war be possible, if the 
entire world received the God of Peace and 
Love? And can those who receive the Lord 
at the same place and time quarrel on that 
day? Communion should be the greatest 
peacemaker on earth. Make an appeal to 
all Teaching Institutions for help towards 
this new movement. If all the children re- 
ceived Communion looking for peace, God 
would no longer refuse peace to this war- 
ridden world.” 

We are glad to note that the suggestion 
made by our zealous brother in Texas, that 
all Teaching Institutions lend their help in 
recruiting our Peace Army, has already 
begun to be actualized. For example, 
thirty Ursuline Sisters and forty pupils of 
the Ursuline Convent, Tiffin, Ohio; twenty 


Ursuline Sisters in Seattle, Washington; 
eighty-six inmates of St. Francis’ Home, 
New York City, have joined our ranks as 
Volunteers. Twenty-four Sisters of St.

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A MESSAGE FROM MR. HOOVER 


The Honorable Herbert Hoover, Federal 
Food Administrator, makes the* following 
announcement: 


The harvest is now in hand, and we can 
measure the world’s food resources. 

The available supplies this harvest year 
are less than last year; the demand upon us 
is greater than last year, and from the last 
harvest we exported more than we could 
really afford. We can only meet the call 
upon us next year by savings and by substi- 
tution of commodities which cannot be 
transported. 

The Allies are our first line of defense. 
They must be fed, and food will win the 
war. All Europe is on rations or restricted 
supplies. Only in our own country is each 
one permitted to judge for himself the duty 
he owes his country in food consumption, 
although the world depends upon us to 
guard and provide its food supply. 

This is a duty of necessity, humanity and 
honor. As a free people we have elected 
to discharge this duty, not under autocratic 
decree, but without other-restraint than the 
guidance of individual conscience. On the 
success of this unprecedented adventure in 
democracy will largely be staked the issue 
of the war. 

We are asking every householder, every 
hotel, restaurant, and dealer in foodstuffs in 
the nation to become a member of the Food 
Administration for conservation, and to 
pledge themselves to follow, in so far as 
circumstances permit, the suggestions that 
will be offered from time to time as to 
measures of food savings. 

For us there is no threat of privation. 
We wish only that our people should eat 
plenty, but wisely and without waste. Wis- 
dom in eating is to make possible such ad- 
justments in our food consumption, ship- 
ping and war necessities as will allow us to 
fulfill our duty in exports to the Allies. By 
elimination of waste we serve ourselves 
economically and morally. 
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I therefore appeal to the churches and to 
the schools for their assistance in this cru- 
sade; to all the organizations for defense, 
local and national; to all the agencies, com- 
mercial, social and civic, that they join the 
Administration in this work for the funda- 
mental safety of the Nation.

HOW THEY COMPROMISED 


The following is from the Youth’s Com- 
panion. This good husband evidently not 
only called his wife “the better half,” but 
gave it to her without grudging. 

“When you and your wife have a difference 
of opinion,” said the father who was giving ad- 
vice to his newly married son, “and you are 
right, and you are unable to persuade her that 
you are right, you must compromise. To illus- 
trate my point, I will give you a little experience 
of my own. One summer your mother wished 
to spend the season in Maine, while I was anxious 
to go to the Adirondacks.” 

“And how did you compromise, father?” 

“Well, we stayed from Friday to Monday in

Of course he 
had not the remotest idea, when he wrote 
the letter, that it would ever get into print. 
We publish it te illustrate the spirit which 
actuates student life at Graymoor, and it 
will be to our readers as though one stood 


letter I am going to let convention go to 
the wind. I am not going to follow any 
orderly arrangement, but 1 am simply going 
to write as the thoughts come to me, and 
speak as we have usually done in our con- 
versations together. I will commence at the 
beginning. All the way from New York 
I was tormented with thoughis which kept 
urging me to return again, and only the

at a window and looked in at the family 
circle around the blazing hearth some win- 
ter’s night. Such a life speaks eloquently 
of what a vocation to the priesthood in a 
Religious Community means to a young 
man who has abandoned the world for that 
purpose ; and we hope that it will have the 
effect of persuading some other young men 
to follow the example of this Scottish 
youth, just as the leadership of St. Bernard 
induced thirty of his companions to enter 
the Carthusian Monastery as his associates. 

“Well, my dear mother, in writing this 


words of encouragement that I received 
from you prevented me. I walked from the 
station, and it was a wonderful experience 
both externally and internally. At one place 
where I stood to rest, I threw away a purse 
that I had carried with me from Glasgow, 
and I was only restrained from throwing 
the money it contained by the remembrance 
of the U»N.B.L. I saw Reverend Father 
before supper, and for the service in the 
evening I was robed in the cassock. 
“School did not commence until Septem- 
ber 10th, and during the intervening space 
$67 
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I was endeavoring to make myself useful in 
Tue Lamp office. On September 4th, I 
think it was, the students were sitting in the 
classroom when in bounded a young man 
in clerical costume. Every one jumped up 
and shouted ‘Welcome home, Brother A, 
As you know, mother, we do not speak to 
the Novices except on feast days or when 
special permission is granted. We have had 
four such occasions since I came here and 
we played ball twice. Now, judging from 
Brother A.’s antics on the field, I can coun- 
sel you to allay any fear or anxiety you may 
have about his recovery, for he has com- 
pletely recovered. I must tell you about the 
ball games. On both occasions when we 
played ball I was on the losing side, and I 
don’t wonder at it, for I never played until 
I came to Graymoor. In fact, I never 
played at all until I came here, and until 
now I never had any real companionship. 

“On Thursday we celebrated the Feast of 
St. Francis. It was a wonderful day, a 
glorious day! It was the happiest day I 
ever spent in my life. We went to bed on 
Wednesday night very sad and depressed, 
for we had a meditation on St. Francis’ 
death, and the picture I retained in my 
memory was of St. Francis lying on a cross 
made of ashes, on the floor of a cold, damp 
room, his hands outstretched like those of 
his Divine Master, his poor emaciated body 
quivering in agony. Thursday morning 
was very wet; the heavens were weeping 
for the earth at the thought of what it had 
lost. Our Seraphic Father had gone to his 
reward and to sit upon the throne in 
Heaven which had been occupied by Luci- 
fer, before his fall. 

“The students were all up at the first ris- 
ing bell, an unusual occurrence. We re- 
ceived Holy Communion at six thirty and 
at seven thirty had breakfast. A High 
Mass was sung at ten o’clock at which the 
Sisters were present. The Chapel was beau- 
tifully decorated, and Edward—he is florist- 
in-chief—made a beautiful arch of flowers 


to adorn the statue of our Holy Father St. 
Francis, above the High Altar. 

“I ought to be ashamed of myself for 
writing the following, but I am not. For 
dessert we had ice cream, and ice cream on 
the Mount of the Atonement means ice 
cream tn abundance, and there is enough of 
the boy in me yet to appreciate it. After 
dinner permission was granted to speak tp 
the Novices, and we played a game of ball. 
Brothers A. and J. B. were the captains and 
I was on the side of Brother J. B., and 
again we were hopelessly beaten. Mother, 
you would shed tears if you saw me stand 
there with a bat trying to strike the ball. 
I don’t believe I could hit the Woolworth 
Building with a bat. After supper we had 
an entertainment in the hall on the top floor 
of Tue Lamp Building. We had no classes 
on Wednesday afternoon, but spent the time 
decorating the hall. Father Minister was 
present at the entertainment, as was also 
Father Van S., the Professed, the Faculty, 
Novices, Students, Lamp employees, and 
Brothers Christepher. The program was 
opened with prayer. Then the students 
sang a song, and Denis read an essay writ- 
ten by him on Creation. Then the students 
of the First Year got busy. We told the 
story of ‘The Merchant of Venice.’ Some 
of the boys acted various scenes, and all the 
first-year students took part in_the trial 
scene. The audience received us very well 
and we were applauded heartily. After that 
we had more songs and a very humorous 
reading from Mark Twain, given by Mr. 
Schultz, the head of the faculty. Then we 
had MORE ICE CREAM, cake and candy. And 
Brother F. sang ‘The End of a Perfect 
Day.’ We all went to Chapel and received 
Benediction, and that was the end of a per- 
fect day. 

“And now, my dear mother, as to my life 
on the Mount of the Atonement, I am very 
happy; sometimes I think I am too happy. 
There has only been one real sadness since 
I came here. I lost, for a little time at least, 
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my twin brother in the Atonement, Andrew. 
He was called to war. He had been exam- 
ined before he came here and was pro- 
nounced physically fit, and he did not claim 
exemption. I called him my twin brother 
because he entered Graymoor the same day 
asl did. He will never be forgotten in our 
prayers.” 

The entertainment described above gave 
so much happiness to all present that it was 
determined to repeat it as a matinee on the 
afternoon of St. Francis Octave, Thursday. 
October 11th, for the benefit of the Sisters, 
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House, Hereford, Texas, descriptive of 
how our Sisters spent their first St. Francis’ 
Day in the Panhandle: 
Dear Reverend Mother 

I hope you all had a happy day yesterday. 
We certainly had a lovely and holy day, 
too; more than I ever expected to have on 
a Mission. We had Mass at cight o'clock, 
at which the children were present; then a 
little sermon on St. Francis by Father 
Campbell.

a woman! Then followed the veneration 
of our holy relic. After our breakfast, 
Sister B. and I spent the rest of the morn- 
ing in the school, while Sister Superior and 
Sister A, prepared the dinner. In the after- 
noon we gave a taffy party to the children 
in the school, and although the taffy did not 
turn out very well, but turned to sugar, the 
children enjoyed themselves immensely. I 
am sure they will never forget St. Francis’ 
Day. When the party was over, Father 
came into the school room and gave an in- 
struction on Confession, after which he 
heard them all. -There were cight first 
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confessions made; among them was our 
little boarder. Sister hopes to prepare them 
for their first Holy Communien by next 
Friday. All the other children received this 
morning. By this you will sce how little 
time we have to ourselves; but this does not 
spoil our joy; on the contrary it adds to it. 
I can not think of anything that ‘makes a 
person happier than to make others happy. 


Here is another very amusing account 
from the youngest of the Missionary band, 
a very young Sister indeed: 


Dear Reverend Mother and Sisters: 

As Sister Superior wishes me to write to 
you all about the grand celebration we had 
on St. Francis’ Day, I will try to write the 
best I can. I never had such a happy Feast 
Day before, and I looked for its coming 
with great expectancy the whole week. I 
enjoyed being in the kitchen preparing for 
the happy Feast, and I tried to make some 
nice pumpkin pie, but did not succeed in 
making the pastry very good. I won't say 
how many inches thick I had it, but just 
the same they tried to eat it, and none of 
them have been sick from it as yet. Now 
I must tell you about the chickens we had. 
We had Sister B. order them, and, by the 
way, she ordered them from the grocer in- 
stead of the butcher, as we meant her to do. 
But if it had not been for the mistake we 
would not have had the fun that we did 
over them. We ordered them for early 
Wednesday morning, but instead the man 
brought them late Tuesday evening, and he 
asked me if we would take them. SoTI said 
“Yes, bring them right in.” Sister P. said, 
“They are alive, aren’t they? I hear them 
clucking.” But I said, “Oh, no. Surely 
they are not bringing us live chickens!” 
But she said, “Well, I think they are.” So 
I went to the door and looked out and saw 
the man pulling out two live chickens, and 
I ran into the room to Sister and said, “Oh, 
Sister, they are bringing us live chickens.” 


So she came to the door to my rescue, and 


told the man to kill them for us then and 
there. Whereupon he took the chickens by 
the neck and flung them around till the 
bodies fell to the ground and he let the 
heads lay near by, and when I dared look, 
there were the poor things without any 
heads on. It was a most awful sight. 
Well, I said to myself, I can’t go out now 
and pick them up till I know they are dead, 
so I said to Sister P., “Sister, I must go 
to chapel for my Spiritual Time, and will 
you watch those chickens until they are 
quiet and bring them in, or the dogs will 
run off with them.’ But she said, “Oh, no; 
I can’t watch those dead chickens.” And 
I said, “But you'll have to, for it’s my 
Spiritual Time,” so I walked into the Ora- 
tory. But I could not rest in peace, for I 
felt that naughty child would not watch 
them, so I turned and went back, and my 
Guardian Angel must have told me to do 
so, for to my great horror there was a black 
dog running off with my two nice young 
chickens in his mouth, and I am afraid I 
screamed as I ran out to rescue them, when 
to my great relief I saw he only had the two 
heads, and it did not take me long to pick 
the chickens up and bring them in for 
safety. Then, what did I hear when I got 
inside but roars of laughter in the front 
room, and, looking out, I saw the funniest 
sight! The black dog running down along 
the main street with the chicken heads in 
his mouth and the happiest expression I 
ever saw an animal have. Deo Gratias! we 
had a fine feast out of those two young, 
tender chickens, which were only 50 cents 
each. I had roasted them Wednesday 
morning and made some nice dressing. 
Well, well, dear Mother, Thursday dawned 
bright and clear and we even had a “long 
morning,” for we arose at 5:30 (at other 
times we arise at 5:00), and I woke up so 
bright and happy and I said to myself, 
“Well, at last, this long-expected day has 
arrived.” We started our day first by re- 
citing all our Offices up to Vespers; that is, 
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Prime, Terce, Sext, and Nones. Next the 
Office for Church Unityy then the Five 
Paters, etc., followed by our meditation. 
We then went to eight o’clock Mass. When 
we came home we had our breakfast, and 
we even had eggs. After that I got the 
dishes cleared up and the Sisters went to 
school. At noon we sat down to dinner at 
our small table, on which there was no bare 
space left to be seen. Now I must tell you 
all we had. We had chicken and dressing, 
apple and strawberry preserves mixed, be- 
cause we could not get any cranberries, 
roasted sweet potatoes and corn and pump- 
kin pie. We were to have ice cream, but 
by some mistake we did not, but it turned 
out all right, for we had it for supper, and 
I got rid of the pumpkin pie, which perhaps 
would have not been eaten otherwise. After 
dinner we went over to school for a little 
entertainment with the children and later 
in the afternoon we had Benediction, and 
then we came home and I got supper ready 
while the others had their Spiritual Time. 
Well, we certainly did celebrate! So at last, 
dear Mother, we ended up our day by hav- 
ing our little happy Community Hour, and 
then we said Compline and went to our rest 
with happy hearts, thankful that we were 
the children of our Holy Father Francis, 
and I think what helped to make us so 
happy was that we are really having some 
nice little Poverty crosses to carry, as well 
as all the other little crosses which come 
along in our path daily. 


We wonder, among our readers, whether 
there is any one who will present our Sis- 
ters in Texas with a good cow. Milk is 
very costly, and a cow that would provide 
milk for this little Community would be a 
great boon. A good cow in Hereford can 
be purchased for one hundred dollars. 


On St. Luke’s Day, the 18th Anniver- 
sary of the Sisters occupying St. Francis 
House, the Right Reverend Joseph Con- 
roy, Bishop Co-adjutor of Ogdensburg, 
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paid us a visit. In the evening a guadeamus 
was held in his honor in St. Anthony’s Hall 
at the top of Tne Lamp Building, the 
Scholastics repeating the entertainment 
they gave on St. Francis night. The 
Bishop delighted all present by one of those 
fascinating and impressive talks for which 
he is so justly celebrated. He left the fol- 
lowing morning after celebrating Mass in 
the Sisters’ Convent. 

It was 17 years ago on October 3oth, 
that Bishop Conroy, acting for His 
Eminence Cardinal Farley, corporately re- 
ceived the Society of the Atonement into 
the Catholic -Church. 


Reverend John Baptist De Valles, of the 
Diocese of Fall River, Mass., was received 
into the Third Order of St. Francis in St. 
Francis Church, Mount of the Atonement, 
on Sunday evening, October 14th. The 
following Saturday he sailed for France to 
serve as a Chaplain to our American 
troops. Father De Vallis will be the first 
Tertiary Priest of our Holy Society to 
serve in this capacity, and we ask our 
readers to follow him with their prayers. 
On the Octave of St. Francis Day, October 
11th, Mrs. Hugo Schneider, of Hastings- 
on-the-Hudson, made her profession in the 
Third Order at the Convent; and Miss 
Honoria Collins, of Pass Christian, Miss., 
likewise made her profession in the same 
place on October 18th. 


We told last month of the breaking of 
ground ceremonially for an addition to the 
Friary, made necessary by the pressing de- 
mand of the Community for more living 
and sleeping rooms, owing to the continual 
growth of the Institute. At the present 
writing the excavation for the basement re- 
quired by the new addition is almost com- 
pleted, and the erection of the foundation 
wall will be hastened so that the super- 
structure may be enclosed and roofed in 
before the winter cold is upon us. The 
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contract for the carpenter work has been 
awarded to Mr. Edward J. Walsh, a 
Catholic contractor of Peekskill, and a 
Knight of Columbus. 

We still entertain the hope that some 
unknown benefactor will come forward 
and assume the cost of putting up this 
addition as a memorial to some beloved 
relative recently deceased.

JUDGMENT RENDERED IN GRAY- 
MOOR LAWSUIT 

As we were preparing the last copy for 
this issue of THe Lamp, word came to the 
Sisters from their lawyer, Mr. James 
Dempsey, of Peekskill, that Judge Tomp- 
kins of the Supreme Court of the State of 
New York had rendered judgment in favor 
of the plaintiffs in the suit which they began 
over seven years ago to dispossess the 
Sisters of what has come to be known as the 
Graymoor Portiuncula, being that little por- 
tion of ground, less than an acre in extent 
which had been given to them by Divine 
Providence, nineteen years ago in somewhat 
the same way as the Portiuncula of Assisi 
had been given to St. Francis. 

In first coming to Graymoor the Sisters 
could easily have obtained a transfer of 
this property“to them in legal form, but in 
their Franciscan idealism they wished to 
occupy it without owning it, and such was 
the unwritten covenant made between the 
Rev. Mother Lurana and the three ladies 
actually interested in the Mission, viz., Miss 
Chadwick, Miss Elliot and her sister, Mrs. 
Nicholson. This little piece of land was to 
be the site of the Mother House and the 
permanent home of the Sisters of the 
Atonement, who in compensation for the 
gift of the ground and the small church 
thereon gladly undertook to relieve the 
ladies of the financial burden they had 
hitherto borne in carrying on the mission 
and from then until now the Sisters have 
faithfully performed all and more than they 
covenanted to do. Upon the Sisters be- 
coming Catholics, in justice to the three 
ladies be it here put on record, none of 
them took the initiative in the legal drive 
to oust them from both church and convent, 
but certain persons never friendly to the 
Society of the Atonement, even in its 
Anglican days, induced two of them by an 
appeal to their loyalty to the Episcopal 
Church to join with the Reverend Arthur 
Lowdnes, now dead, to institute court pro- 
ceedings to evict the Sisters, using a quit 
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claim deed in their possession as the legal 
instrument of expulsion. 

In the foregoing short sentences we have 
summarized the whole case in a nutshell. 
A scrap of paper has been uncharitably and 
unjustly used to violate a sacred, although 
unwritten, covenant, and the simple trust 
and idealism of a Franciscan Nun has been 
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Now our Anglican friends have their op- 
portunity to show that they are truly Cath- 
olic minded and actuated by the noblest of 
Christian sentiments, ready and eager to do 
the generous and magnanimous thing. We 
know many Anglicans who would act most 
handsomely in an emergency like this, but 
the question is: What will the plaintiffs do? 
Will Shylock in- 





ruthlessly taken 
advantage of to 
rob her and her 
companion Sisters 
of their home. 
Some years 
ago Bishop Greer 
of New York 
was approached 
by a distinguished 
Catholic layman, 
and asked to in- 
tervene for a set- 
tlement of the 
dispute outside of 
the Court, on the 
ground that the 
Society of the 
Atonement was 
devoted to the 
cause of Church 
Unity and _ the 
healing of the 
breach between 
the Anglican 
Church and the 
See of Rome, 
which —unfortu- 
nately transpired 
in the Sixteenth century, and that con- 
sequently a legal dispute of this sort was 
abhorrent both to the Sisters and Friars of 
the Atonement, who sought peace and not 
battle. Bishop Greer argued that it was 
necessary to have a “friendly suit” in order 
to decide first of all to whom the property 
legally belonged, and when the decision was 
made by the Civil Court he expressed his 
willingness to do what lay in his power to 
bring about an equitable settlement.

THE HISTORY OF THE GRAY- 
MOOR PORTIUNCULA AND THE 
LEGAL CONTEST FOR 
ITS POSSESSION 


It was in March, 1910, a few months 
after the Corporate Reception of the Soci- 
ety of the Atonement into the Catholic 
Church, that the Wall Street firm of 
Messrs. Zabriskie, Murray, Sage & Kerr 
began legal action as lawyers for Dr. Ar- 
thur Lowndes and Co-trustees to secure 
possession of the three-quarters of an acre 
of ground at Graymoor on which stands St. 
John’s Church and St. Francis House, occu- 
pied by the Sisters of the Atonement since 
October 18, 1899. The “Co-trustees” unit- 
ing with Dr. Lowdnes were Miss Alice Elliot 
and her sister, Mrs. Nicholson; the only 
other living trustee named in the procedure 
was Miss Julia H. Chadwick, who through- 
out has taken the side of the Sisters of the 
Atonement in the litigation, lasting for 
seven years and seven months, but now at 
an end. 

The story of what has come to be known 
as the Graymoor Portiuncula up to the time 
of the litigation, was graphically told by 
Miss Chadwick in a letter which she ad- 
dressed to the Editor of The Living Church 
some time in April, 1910, and which was 


reprinted in THe Lamp one month later. 
This letter follows: 


Miss CHapwick’s LETTER 
To the Editor of The Living Church: 

May I ask the courtesy of your columns 
for a word on a matter anent which much 
that is erroneous and exaggerated has al- 
ready appeared, the time seeming to me now 
ripe to let fall a few drops of cold fact into 
the seething cauldron of recrimination and 
misrepresentation as to the mission and 
convent of Graymoor? 

During the incumbency of the Rev. A. Z. 
Gray as rector of St. Philip’s, at Garrisons, 
some time in the seventies, a piece of land, 
about half an acre in extent, in the heart of 
the hills some three miles from Garrisons, 
was given to him by its owner, a farmer 
of the neighborhood, with the understand- 
ing that a “Union” chapel for the use of 
the Methodists, Episcopalians, etc., was to 
be erected on the site. Mr. Gray built at 
his own expense a small chapel, seating 
about fifty people, where he held services 
until he left the parish, when the work at 
St. John’s was taken up by the Rev. Mr. 
Seabury of Fishkill (the parish of St. 
Philip’s even then taking no interest in the 
work), and continued until his death. 
After Mr. Seabury’s death the chapel re- 
mained closed for ten years, during which 
no attempt was ever made to hold service 
there. 

In 1893 I returned to Garrisons after a 
long absence, and was told by a devout 
member of Mr. Gray’s congregation of the 
state into which the chapel of St. John in 
the Wilderness had fallen, and on visiting 
it, I found that it was being used by tramps 
as a lodging house (it is on the main road 
to Peekskill), the doors having been broken 
down, the carpet pulled up to make a bed 
near the stove, the ends of the pews and the 
stuffing of the hassocks burned in the stove. 
The roof was full of holes, the plaster 
fallen down, and over a hundred panes of 
glass were broken. 
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Moved by the wreck of a building which 
had once been used for Divine service, I 
appealed to two friends who were occupy- 
ing my mother’s house at Garrisons, and 
together we cleaned the chapel with our 
own hands (its condition was so filthy that 
we could not hire any one to do it), and 
repaired it-at our own expense, except that 
a bill for reshingling and plastering was 
generously paid by the Rev. Walter Thomp- 
son. 

We asked permission of the then rector 
of St. Philip’s to open the chapel for Sun- 
day school. He held that the parish of St. 
Philip’s was not, and never had been, re- 
sponsible for St. John’s, which was, to use 
his own words, a private possession, or 
“chapel of ease” of the Rev. Mr. Gray. He 
held also that the Methodist Church was 
the best church for the country people ; but 
not acknowledging jurisdiction over St. 
John’s, did not feel that he could forbid 
our doing what we wished. 

We accordingly reopened St. John’s with 
a religious service, for which a friend vol- 
unteered, and held Sunday school ourselves 
for some months. I think it was in the 
second summer that we secured the services 
of a clergyman, who came regularly from 
Peekskill, .we paying him a stated sum for 
each service, and for several years we 
raised this sum by our own efforts and so 
supported the services at St. John’s, with 
neither help, sympathy, counsel, nor coun- 
tenance from St. Philip’s as a parish, such 
money contributions as we received from 
residents of Garrisons being given to us 
out of friendship and admiration for the 
earnest and persevering enthusiasm of the 
two friends mentioned. So far as I know, 


no incumbent of St. Philip’s ever set foot 
in St. John’s to hold service during this en- 
tire period; we hired and paid for every 
service ever held in the chapel, except a few 
voluntary ones by friends from New York. 

About ten years ago Father Paul (Watt- 
son) and the Rev. Mother (Lurana) of the 
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Society of the Atonement were introduced 
to one of my friends, I think by the Bishop 
of Springfield, and (we) were more than 
glad to accept their proposal to relieve us 
of the heavy burden we had borne for so 
many years (having failed to arouse any 
interest in the Work in the parish of St. 
Philip’s), and very happy to install them 
(the Sisters of the Atonement) at Gray- 
moos, where they spent their first year in 
a farmhouse which they hired, about a mile 
from the chapel. 

From that day to this they lived and 
worked in this wilderness, having built 
themselves a modest home on part of the 
original half acre, the other property held 
by the Society of the Atonement in the 
vicinity having been purchased later with 
funds supplied by their friends. During 
this time they have heen, for the most part, 
ignored by the parish of St. Philip’s and its 
incumbents, until the recent event of their 
reception into the Roman communion, 
which has aroused the storm to which your 
columns bear witness. 


During the years when we were support- 
ing the chapel the largest congregation of 
which we have record was twenty-odd per- 
sons; in summer fourteen was occasionally 
the number, in winter it sank to three or 
four, but the average for the year was six 
or eight. The late Bishop Potter refused 
to recognize the work or to confirm there, 
as he held it was not a strong enough mis- 
sion. 

At present, with the large number of men 
on the Aqueduct work, many of whom 
have brought their families and live in the 
vicinity, the chapel is crowded at every 
service. Putting all prejudice aside, it 
would seem that . upply and de- 
mand might be applied even to the case of 
a mission chapel in an isolated mountain 
district, and that (the Episcopalians having 
had their innings of some twelve years 
without much success), given a total ab- 
sence of Episcopalians and a plethora of 
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Roman Catholics in the immediate neigh- 
borhood, it would be more sensible to have 
a Roman Catholic chapel, which is needed, 
than an Episcopal mission, which is neither 
needed or wanted. 

This, however, is an argument which, I 
am well aware, carries no weight where 
religious prejudice is concerned, else the 
offer of the society to purchase the stony 
acre would have been accepted, as a golu- 
tion of the problem more in accord with 
common sense as well as with dignity, and 
a regrettable Church scandal might have 
been avoided. 

The present state of affairs gives but 
too tempting occasion for the foes of all 
churches to quote, but with a difference, the 
old phrase: “See how these Christians love 
one another!”

A continuation*of the story from the 
viewpoint of the Reverend Mother Lurana 
Mary Francis is contained in a letter which 
she personally addressed to Messrs. Za- 
briskie, Murray, Sage & Kerr, attorneys for 
the plaintiffs, on January 26, 1910. 


Messrs. Zabriskie, Murray, Sage & Kerr, 
Attorneys for the Plaintiffs in the St. 
John’s Church Property Suit, 
Graymoor, N. Y. 

Dear Sirs: 

As the Defendant most gravely concerned 
in the suit brought by the Plaintiffs for 
whom you are attorneys, I, Mother Lurana 
Francis, Superior of the Sisters of the 
Atonement, desire to state, first: 

That I am permitting this case to go by 
default, not because I am indifferent to the 
very painful consequences. that will result 
to us, or because I do not believe in the 
validity and equity of our right to remain 
in possession of this property, and our 
ability to prove the justice of oun claim in 
the Courts. The reasons are by no means 


such, and difficult as they are to express, 
I feel in justice bound to you and the hon- 
orable Court, as well as to myself, to at- 
tempt the explanation, or better yet simply 
make statement as follows: — 

It is our earnest hope that your clients, 
having achieved a legal victory and having 
had this our home handed over to them, 
will then meet us in some reasonable finan- 
cial settlement. This we have since the suit 
began, and before,more than once expressed 
a desire for, but only to be refused. 

It may not be law, but I wish your 
plaintiffs might realize in some slight de- 
gree what is the heavy suffering and strain 
that they have brought upon a little Com- 
munity of Sisters, who exist orly to do all 
the good they can, and in their work here 
at Graymoor to fulfil what I believe are the 
conditions of your trust deed, “to minister 
to the people of the neighborhood.” Yes- 
terday one of my young Sisters was found 
with her head on her arms crying bitterly, 
her unfinished work beside her. No, this is 
not law, but it may count in another Su- 
preme Court. 

This is a digression; allow me to state 
in addition, as briefly as I can, certain facts 
that appear to us to justify our belief that 
we are in justice and equity the lawful 
holders of this property. And first, to clear 
the issue: 

It was the Sisters who were invited to 
come to Graymoor by Miss Elliot, repre- 
senting the Trustees; it was with the Sis- 
ters that the arrangements were made, and 
Rev. Father Paul (Rev. Lewis T. Wattson) 
merely acted as our Chaplain, coming in 
that capacity to reside here after the Sisters 
had lived at Graymoor nearly a year. Let 
it be a clean-cut issue :—It is the Sisters of 
the Atonement who are to suffer, a little 
band of women. Father Paul has his own 
property about a mile distant, which is in 
no way involved, and he lays no claim to 
this property. 

The Sisters, as stated above, having been 
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invited to Graymoor in 1898 and living all 
the winter and into the summer in the old 
“Dimond House” a half mile distant down 
the road, the experience of that blizzard 
winter, which cannot be described, made it 
desirous if not imperative that a house 
through whose siding daylight might not be 
seen should some way or other be built for 
us. About then I received a letter from the 
above-mentioned Miss Elliot, dated Febru- 
ary 10, 1899, which I quote. (I have this 
letter in my possession.) “The thermome- 
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building, but Miss Elliot gave us about 


$500 toward it, a very small part of the 


building’s cost, and this amount has been 
expended many times over in the care and 
furnishing of the church, in Rev. Father 
Wattson’s ministrations and our own work, 
for all of which no remuneration was re- 
ceived, and we continued for over ten years 
in sole possession, bearing all expenses and 
the Trustees were never heard of. 

Many years later, after vainly striving to 
make Episcopalians of the few scattered

ter went down to zero here (N. Y.) yes- 
terday. I really shudder to think what it 
must be at Graymoor. Would it be 
against your Rule—when the Society is 
organized—to own the little church? There 
is every likelihood of my living some day 
in the very far west and before that comes 
into the question I would like to have the 
future of St. John’s secured.” Then I built 
our little Convent—built it with a small 
legacy left me from a grandparent and all 
that I had; the Episcopal Church; as has 
been stated, did not contribute toward the

inhabitants, and our Rev. Chaplain preach- 
ing to empty benches, we Sisters forming 
principally at all times and most frequently 
the sole congregation, we, the Society of the 
Atonement, became convinced of the divine 
claims of the Catholic Church and resolved 
to make submission. We became Catholics 
and that while a negotiation was impending” 
looking toward giving me the long-promised 
quit-claim deed of this place. 

We could have waited until it was in our 
hands, but feeling that such a proceeding 
would not be honorable, I met Miss Chad- 
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wick, one of the Trustees and an Episco- 
palian, in New York, and told her of our 
impending reception into the Church. I 
also wrote to Miss Elliot (another trustee) 
of our intention, but continued my request 
for a settlement. Miss Chadwick wrote me 
that she would use all her influence toward 
our having as far as possible a good legal 
title to the property which for so many 
years we had held entire possession of. She 
also wrote me that she had received a letter 
saying that Miss Elliot agreed that even in 
the case of our becoming Catholics the right 
thing was for us to have a deed and that 
in consideration of $100, a nominal sum, 
she would agree to give it. A short time 
after I received the following letter from 
Miss Chadwick: 

“Since I wrote you there seems to have 
been a change in Miss Elliot’s feelings and 
intentions, much to my regret, as I certainly 
supposed the matter was settled by her 
letter to me agreeing to accept the offer 
you made. I am more sorry than I can say 
that there should be any hitch in the mat- 
ter. I assure you that under no circum- 
stances will I consent to St. Philip’s, Garri- 
son, getting hold of the Chapel, but beyond 
refusing my signature to anything’ which 
would give it to them I fear Iam power- 
less. The quit-claim was never recorded, I 
now learn. Perhaps if your lawyer were 
to consult Mr. E. D. Dinsmore he might 
get some light on the legal force of that 
document. I am much mortified to 
find myself in the embarrassing position of 
being obliged to seem to fail to keep my 
word, which I supposed was given with 
Miss Elliot’s in my letter to you accepting 
your offer. I know you will hold me guilt- 
less in the matter, for you know I wish you 
to retain the Chapel as well as the Convent 
built by. you.” 

We became Catholics on October 30, 
1909; in March of the following year we 
received notice of the action to be brought 
against us.

This Church of St. John Baptist was 
built “to minister to the people of the neigh- 
borhood’’; no record remains of its ever 
having been consecrated to the worship of 
the Episcopal Church. The property was 
offered years before to the Episcopal 
Bishop of the Diocese (Bishop Potter), 
who refused it on the grounds that there 
were not enough Episcopalians in_ this 
neighborhood attending the Church to make 
it worth while for the Diocese or Archdea- 
conry to shoulder its expense. It is on 
record in the minutes of the Vestry of St. 
Philip’s Church, Garrison (in whose parish 
the mission of St. John’s was then situ- 
ated), that they, the Vestry, also refused it 
for the same reason. But now, please con- 
sider, the population of this vicinity is 
overwhelmingly Catholic (while there are, 
no Episcopalians), and it is only by St. 
John’s remaining a Catholic Church that it 
can fulfil the original intention and ex- 
pressed condition of “ministering to the 
people of the neighborhood.” We have to 
the best of our ability carried out this 
trust. Several years ago when the shafts of 
the New York City aqueduct closed down 
in our vicinity and the laborers were starv- 
ing, the soup kettle was not off our kitchen 
stove for months and as many as forty men 
were fed by us twice a day. One of our 
Sisters died that year, ministering to a 
starving Italian woman to whom she went 
on an icy day when ill herself. She took a 
heavy cold and in three days was dead. 
Again I say these things may not be law, 
but I do believe they will count in another 
Final Hearing. 


This place was a heap of weeds and _ 


stones when we took possession; no grass 
would grow and the Sisters removed with 
their own hands thousands of these same 
stones and weeds and from a practically 
valueless property we have, in our poverty 
and little by little, made it a garden-spot of 
beauty and the church (which is very dear 
to us) from an old wind-racked building 
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into. a beautiful house of God, filled with 
the poor who love it and worship there. 
And may I ask, if a congregation changes 
its faith does it not in law have the right 
to carry its church building with it? We 
were the sole congregation in those old 
days, as I said above, and in a court of law 
does it not also count that a woman, relying 
upon the word and good faith of your 
Trustees, put her all in a little house on the 
land they promised to give her ; that she and 
those with her worked faithfully to fulfil 
their trust, and just because they became 
Catholics are turned out of the little home 
built by themselves and the place over which 
they have been in entire control and borne 
all expense for twelve years? 

I commend these considerations to the 
honorable Court, the plaintiffs in this suit, 
and you their attorneys. 


Miss CHADWICK’s. INTERVENTION 


The case -was prevented from going by 
default through the intervention of Miss 
Chadwick, who in her gallant championship 
of the Sisters’ cause, petitioned the Court 
to reopen the suit in order that she might 
contest the petition of the Plaintiffs, on the 
ground that as one of the Trustees she had 
faithfully discharged from the beginning 
her duties as a Trustee; and that the Sis- 
ters, having assumed the responsibility of 
carrying on the mission and ministering to 
the spiritual needs of the people of Gray- 
moor, had faithfully discharged their con- 
tract and'in no way merited a dispossession. 
That. their entrance into the Catholic 
Church, so far from incapacitating them 
from ministering successfully to the spirit- 
ual needs of the people of Graymoor, had 
greatly. increased their usefulness in this 
regard, owing to the fact that there were 


no. longer. any Episcopalians in.Graymoor to, 


attend the. church, whereas there were 
Catholics enough since the change to com- 
pletely fill it every Sunday. 

Rising above. sectarian prejudice and re- 
joicing that the mission of the Sisters in 
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Graymoor had prospered so very much 
more under Catholic than it had under 
Episcopal auspices, Miss Chadwick made 
her contention before the Court, feeling 
that equity.rather than the technicalities of 
the law would triumph; knowing that even 
in civil jurisprudence there is a “letter 
which killeth, while the spirit giveth life.” 
All honor to Miss Chadwick for her 
brave championship of the Sisters’ cause, 
and God give her an everlasting reward. 


PLAINTIFFS’ LAWYER REFUSES SETTLEMENT 


The latest word as we go to press is that 
Mr. Zabriskie, attorney for the Plaintiffs, 
has informed the Sisters of the Atonement 
through their lawyer that they will not con- 
sider any financial settlement, and that 60 
days will be the outside limit within which 
the Sisters must vacate the premises. The 
law allows the Defendants the right to ap- 
peal the case, but this the Sisters are unani- 
mously resolved not to do. It was with the 
greatest reluctance, and only in defense of 
a sacred trust, that they have contested the 
case in Court for the past seven years, and 
it would be the reversal of their original 
resolve if by their own volition they became 
the Aggressors and carried the case into the 
higher courts. The only appeal they make 
is to the Court of High Heaven, and they 
have already begun to move out as peaceful 
lambs from their shelter.

I have described 
every need in that letter. I have erected 
here many stations for the conversion of the 
heathen. I have still to erect some chapels, 
churches and schools; I have also begun a 
high school for girls, but for want of money 
the work is going very slowly, and many 
other buildings are under construction 
which will cost at least seventy thousand 
dollars. 

“Ifyou have the Mass intentions and 
some-alins for the construction of the above 
buildings, send it to me soon. I hope to 
get a favorable answer.” 

The Reverend J. N. Hurkmans, Superior 
of St. Willibrods Mission, Nagongera, 


Mcale P. O., British East Africa, has ade 


dressed to us the following appeal: 


It is the first time I venture to speak 
through the columns of your valuable 
paper, in order that THe Lamp may throw 
some rays of light and warmth in this cor- 
ner of our African world. In May, 1916, 
I was appointed Superior of this glorious 
mission amongst the Badama, a tribe of 
some 100,000 souls, all eager to be in- 
structed. Our 29 catechists are spread over 
22 catechumenates, with 2,000 catechumens, 
not counting the four to five hundred who 
daily receive instruction in our head station 
of Nagongera, administered by two priests. 

The head chief of the country is nomi- 
nally a Catholic, together with all the sub- 
chiefs. By nature the Badama people are 
religious, having their sacred offering-place 
Bura, where they offer to the one God. 
Truly the country is ripe with a bountiful 
harvest! It was therefore a good plan to 
start first the buildings, in order to be able 
to cope with the religious influx. 

First of all, we wanted a parish house, 
a good dwelling house for the priest, to be 
able to keep him in good health. 

My house, towards which our Bishop, 
Mgr. Biermans, gave me $370.00, is only 
partially finished, and I had to stop for lack 
of funds. In order to complete it another 
five hundred dollars is needed. After this 
house 1s finished we can start building our 
church and school. Providence will look 
out for that, but first our parish house, so 
necessary for our health. I have only just 
escaped the grave last week. I had 104.4 
degrees of temperature, due to a very bad 
malarial attack. I appeal, therefore, to the 
generous heart of one or other kind reader 
who will restore health to us by a gift of 
$500, in order that we may enter a decent 
living-house. 

You will understand that our sources of 
income have suffered much. through the 
war, and this is so much the worse when 
you are superior of a young mission station 
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which is practically in want of everything. 
May I just explain a few of these wants? 

(a) Three times a year I have to pay 29 
catechists the stipend of two dollars each. 

(b) Twenty-nine catechumenates of sun- 
dried bricks have to be built in the various 
villages. Mgr. PR‘: ~ns has given me the 
first village church at a cost of $50.00, in 
honor of St. Gerardus-Majella. 

(c) Our head catechist necessarily wants 
a bicycle to quickly visit the various 
churches under his charge. One bicycle 
costs here $50.00. 

(d) We need schools and school requi- 
sites to be able to teach the catechumens 
properly, school benches, slates, pencils, etc. 

To equip the missions fully for the spir- 
itual work I should have four thousand 
dollars; i. e., one thousand dollars a year 
for four years. In this way we would be 
ready in that time to compete with the great 
spiritual work of converting these 100,000 
souls. The whole tribe is waiting and many 
have to be refused admission. We cannot 
possibly take more than five hundred cate- 
chumens for daily instruction. How great 
would be, therefore, our delight and what 
a heap of blessings would be the share of 
the Benefactor or Benefactress who would 
take the material burden off our shoulders 
and help us building up this station now 
with $1,000.00 a year, or $4,000.00 at once! 

Our country is as big as Holland, and as 
there are good roads, I will be in want in 
the near future of a motorcycle as well, in 
order to be able to move quickly from one 
place to the other, where it concerns the 
administration of the sacraments. A motor- 
cycle costs here $500.00. 

We are sure it will suffice to add one 
more witness to prove our point. Father 
Henry Sapieter, in charge of the Catholic 
Mission, Jui-Chow-Fu, Kiang Si, China, 
has recently written us as follows: 

It is with great pleasure and gratitude 
that I acknowledge the receipt of the fifteen 
Mass Intentions which you were so good as 
to send me and which I shall discharge at 
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the earliest possible time. In the same 
letter, you advise me that you are sending 
me a set of the Stations of the Cross, and I 
am glad to say now that they have arrived 
safely at Shanghai, as I received a notice 
to that effect from the shipping agents 
there. So, very soon, our Christians will 
make the Stations of the Cross and will 
remember you and their Benefactors, and 
will ask the good Lord to bless you all for 
what you do for the poor missionaries in 
far-away China. 

Notwithstanding the effects of the terrific 
war in Europe, the spiritual end of our 
work in the Missions is most consoling; the 
Christians now number here 2,100. Unfor- 
tunately, about 3,000 persons await the 
grace of instruction for baptism. This és 
one of the sad sides of the wonderful work ; 
we are greatly hampered in progress of the 
work of education and catechising because 
of the lack of schools. My house is falling 
into ruins and our poor little chapel is in 
a very damp barn; but what is most neces- 
sary now is schools in which to instruct both 
the adults and the children. Monsignor 
Fatiguet is doing the very best he can, but 
is not able to help me much. We shall try 
to start a little building towards the end of 
this year. I fear that we will not be able 
to erect a strong enough house for this pur- 
pose, but I will trust in Providence, and 
with Monsignor’s help and yours and the 
readers of THe Lamp, who will not forget 
us, we hope to see this poorest of Chinese 
Missions rise to meet the demands created 
by the increasing number of Christians.

“I have been in the Philip- 
pines about eight years, and 
now, dear Father, I am, with 
my people, the sufferer of a 
painful situation which I will explain to 
you. 

“Before the war broke out, a pretty little 
church and a missionary house were built 
in Bokod, a center of Igorot people, in the 
sub-province of Benguet, whose simplicity 
and good feeling promised great hope of an 
early conversion to the Catholic Faith if 
they only had their priest with them. The 
priest was appointed, but could not manage 
to take up his abode amongst his children. 
The war had affected our resources, and we 
had to restrain the development of our

found in America a charitable family who 
promised him a monthly amount of thirty 
Mass intentions of one dollar each, with a 
further amount which he receives from 
time to time from the same kind people. 
The Father is living amongst his congrega- 
tion, and is running two modern and efi- 
cient schools for boys and girls respectively. 
All the Igorots at Itogon are recent Chris- 
tians, converted to the true Faith, and the 
results in regard to their religious duties are 
splendid. At the last feast the Father re- 
ported that, on the evening before and on 
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the feast day, all his Christians came to 
Confession and received our Lord in the 
Mass, except one, who, living far away, 
arrived too late and had to wait until the 
next day. There are 297 poor Igorots who 
a few years ago were still in the bondage 
of Satan and involved in a most supersti- 
tious and shameful life, and now the most 
fervent suppliants at the Mass. Besides, 
the Father has two schools of boys and 
girls respectively, who look so devout 
marching, two by two, to the pretty little 
church, morning and evening, to say their 
prayers; and at noon to salute our Lord 
Jesus in His Blessed Sacrament, and who 
in Mass and Benediction sweetly sing, in 
Igorot or in English, the praises of our dear 
Lord and His Blessed Mother. This is not 
to admit that all the work is accomplished, 
as Itogon has many adjacent villages where 
Satan has still a strong hold. Had Bokod 
only a priest, great progress could be made 
in the many surrounding villages, and pos- 
sibly one-third of the Benguet province be 
won to the Catholic Church. 

“Where is the man or woman, the chari- 
table Christian family, Catholic institution 
or organization, who by their means will 
procure entirely, or in part, this joy to the 
Sacred Heart of Jesus, in whose Holy 
Name I am calling for help? 


“We do not need large sums of money 
for this purpose, just sufficient to cover the 
expenses of the simple living of the Father 
and to pay the school teachers. The school 
expenses are $20.00 monthly to pay the two 
teachers, and another $20.00 monthly would 
permit the Father to live amongst his peo- 
ple. To obtain this the Missionary will 
offer all his Mass intentions, so that all his 
Masses will be said for the intention de- 
sired by the charitable benefactor. 

“Any benevolent donor who assures 
monthly Mass intentions of one dollar, or 
a small gift monthly, will receive a report 
on the condition and progress of the mis- 
sion from the priest in charge, who will 
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teach his people to pray daily for their 
charitable benefactors.” 


TRAINING FARM FOR INDIAN 
BOYS 


The Rev. Justin Deutsch, O.F.M., Supe- 
rior of St. John’s Mission, Komtake, Ari- 
zona, has addressed to us the following 
letter. Much as we desire to respond to 
this appeal of the Franciscan Fathers and 
their co-workers among the Indians, we are 
confronted with an empty treasury and we 
can only lay it before our Readers with the 
prayerful hope that some one who specially 
loves the Indians will come to the help of 
Father Justin. 

Please excuse me for this bold self-intro- 
duction. Some months ago one of our 
friends and benefactors advised me to write 
to you for help. Often have I thought of 
it. At the same time I hated to be trouble- 
some and imposing. Just now, however, a 
new and very promising work has come to 
us, and as we have no means on hand to 
take hold of the opportunity I at last made 
up my mind to write to you. 

Please let me in a few words explain to 
you our noble work. Our charge here is 
exclusively Indians, principally Pimas. We 
have seven larger missions and a number 
of smaller stations. Here at St. John’s we 
have a boarding school of 250 Indian chil- 
dren. Besides this we have two day schools 
at distances from here of 30 and 40 miles. 
The whole work is done at present by four 
Franciscan Fathers, two Franciscan Lay 
Brothers, seven Sisters of St. Joseph, and 
six lay persons (Indians). We depend 
completely on private charity. The Gov- 
ernment helps us nothing. We do not even 
get a percentage of the annual Indian col- 
lection, for, as Father Ketcham says, it does 
not suffice to keep up the older Indian 
schools, much less does it allow the Catholic 
Indian Bureau to assist newer schools and 
missions, as ours are.

Since the prices are gone up so terribly 
our benefactors are taxed to the utmost to 
keep the work going. I could not venture 
to call their attention to something new. 
Still, we have a very beautiful opportunity 
before us just now. 

The Government has offered us gratis 
eighty acres for a school farm. This surely 
is a great thing for our school. At one and 
the same time it offers our larger boys an 
opportunity to learn and do agricultural 
work, and to realize something for the 
school. 

The eighty acres are new and «nim- 
proved land. The land must be fenced, 
graded, ditched, plowed and seeded. In this 
part of the country no farming can be done 
without irrigation. We have a chance now 
to get water gratis, but we will have to con- 
struct a ditch for about two to three miles. 
Then also some kind of a house and barn 
must be erected, team and implements 
bought, etc. 

I don’t think that we could get a good 
start without an expense of at least $5,000. 

As I stated before, the charity of our 
benefactors is already taxed to the utmost 
for the running expenses of school and mis- 
sions. It would be a shame for me to ask 
them for more. 

Could you, perhaps, help us in this par- 
ticular case? Gladly would we put your 
name on our memorial tables of special 
Benefactors whom we remember daily in 
prayer at the Altar. May God repay all 
most abundantly. 


MONASTERY FOR THE POOR 
CLARES IN NEW YORK 


We have received the following letter 
from Mother Mary Seraphim, P.C., whom 
we first introduced to the Readers of THE 
Lamp when she and her companions came 
from Omaha about two years ago to estab- 
os a convent of Poor Clares in New York 

ity. 
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Dear Rev. Father: 

I am enclosing a clipping from the Cath- 
olic News, and would like to ask you, dear 
Father, for the favor to kindly have it pub- 
lished in Tue Lamp any time whenever it 
is convenient for you.

They were welcomed here by His 
Eminence Cardinal Farley nearly two years ago, 
and are temporarily located at 865 Riverside Drive 
until they may have their own monastery. The 
work of these daughters of the Prince of Pov- 
erty, St. Francis of Assisi, is familiar to all 
Catholics, and this work of prayer, self-sacrifice 
and penance is to be continued within the gates 
of this, the busiest city in the world. 

When New York’s vast population’ sleepeth 
these self-sacrificing women are assembled in 
chapel praying for the living and the dead, since 
every night about midnight they arise to perform 
this self-imposed duty. The food is scant and of 
the plainest, bread and vegetables being their 
chief sustenance, since meats are never partaken 
of. In truth, every day, save Christmas, is with 
them a fast day, a day of abstinence. Their time 
spared from prayer and penitential works is de- 
voted to the making of vestments and altar linens, 
which is their chief means of support. Cloistered 
and shut out from the world, their lives, their 
labors and self-denials are a perpetual offering 
for the perseverance of all Christians, an un- 
broken propitiation for sin and a constant peti- 
tion to Divine Mercy for the conversion of 
sinners. 

These pious souls are now trying to raise funds 
to secure their own convent. Hence they appeal 
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to the Catholics of New York. Any and every 
offering will be gratefully received and acknowl- 
edged. The members of the Third Order of St. 
Francis, it is certain, will do all hh their power 
to advance the good cause. They are invited to 
get in touch with Mother Seraphim at the above 
address. The Catholics in general are appealed 
to with the assurance of the approval of His 
Eminence the Cardinal Archbishop, who is leav- 
ing mething undone to advance the good work.

A MAY PROCESSION IN THE 
PHILIPPINES 
By Rev. LAuRENCE RoGaNn 

Epitor’s Note: Jt has been a long time 
since we have heard from Father Laurence 
Rogan, the brother of Father Peter, of 
equatorial Africa. Father Laurence is sta- 
tioned at Iloilo, in the Philippines, and 
Father Verbrugge, his Superior, has spoken 
to us eloquently of his great zeal and the 
success of his work. By way of introduc- 
tion to the interesting account Father Lau- 
rence gives of his May procession, we quote 
from his letter as follows: 

Two days ago I received your kind note. 
[ was glad. It reminded me to send you 
a few little articles for THe Lamp. They 
are short and, I hope, interesting. I am 
very sorry I don’t get more time at my desk. 
My ministerial duties keep me hopping 
around all the time. You know, I have 
such a crowd to look after—and—sucH a 
crowd! Well, I am doing the best. I can. 
Plenty coming to Mass and Sacraments, but 
there should be more. I am collecting to- 
gether all the money I can for a better 
house; 7. e., for a proper house—part of 
which might also serve for school—for I 
have no building for either. However, I 
have no land yet, and in any case building 
materials are cruelly high these times on 
account of the war. I am grateful indeed 
for the help you have sent me and got for 
me through Tue Lamp. This mail I also 
received some intentions and a gift from 
you. Pray accept my sincere thanks. I am 
putting the money away and waiting till it 





is clear where and how to build! 
You had Father Verbrugge with you re- 
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cently. He no doubt told you many things 
about the Philippines. ’Tis an interesting 
mission—plenty of difficulties, of course— 
the people sui generis—’tis only a pity there 
are not many more priests amongst them. 

I like Tutt Lamp immensely. I am sure 
it does great good. It is quite a missionary. 
God bless you and all at Graymoor. 

This is how, on the last Sunday in May, 
we celebrated the closing of the beautiful 
devotions to the Mother of God. We had 
a Solemn High Mass, at which my school 
children sang splendidly a part of Bordese’s 
Mass, the rest Solesmes’ Chant. The 
Solesmes monks would be delighted to see 
these little Filipinos, with their “Kyriales” 
and “Graduales,” singing correctly the Mass 
in Solesmes Chant. By a stroke of good 
luck I was able to get two priests for that 
morning, so we had Mass with deacon and 
subdeacon, which is a great treat on a Sun- 
day in the Philippines, where priests are 
scarce, 

Besides the singing by the children, an- 
other special feature was the boys’ brass 
band, playing outside the church door be- 
fore and after Mass. It is a splendid band, 
all boys, many quite small, yet they play 
really well. It belongs to Father Ryk, a 
Mill Hill Father in charge of a parish some 
ten miles from here. It is something won- 
derful the way these boys play. .They look 
so cute, too, you know, dressed as sailors, 
just like little Jack Tars, in white. 

In the evening we had a beautiful pro- 
cession through the streets of Iloilo. Splen- 
did order was kept, in spite of the traffic, 
The children and young ladies were beauti- 
fully dressed and attended in very large 
numbers. Immediately following the cross- 
bearer and acolytes came the boys’ brass 
band. In files came the school children, fol- 
lowed by grown people, all in file. Down 
the center of the procession were girls 
dressed in white, each carrying a letter, 
which letters in succession spelled AVE 
MARIA.

Although I know that you are assured of 
my profound gratitude for all you do for 
my poor Chinese at St. Joseph’s Hospital, I 
can not help to come again. to give you a 
new expression of my gratitude for the 
draft received from Graymoor this very 
day. How I thank the Sacred Heart for 
having made me known to you and your 
generous Readers of Tue Lamp, for it must 
be the Sacred Heart who has prompted you 
to take us all under your protection during 
these most unhappy times. May He in re- 
turn shower upon you and your dear Com- 
munity and all the good people who help 
us His most precious blessings and prosper 
all your undertakings, especially to enable 
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you to continue to help the many Mission- 
aries in need and help them to save a great 
multitude of souls. Blessed be God for His 
goodness and infinite mercy. 

Words would be inadequate to express 
the great sufferings of the Chinese people 
in this section as a consequence of the war; 
commerce is at a standstill and there is 
practically no shipping. Many men and 
women have been out of work for a long 
time, and as a consequence can not help 
those among them who are unable to work 
—the sick, the lame, the old. The result is 
that these poor people flock to our Institu- 
tion and arrive here literally starved and so 
weak they sometimes drag themselves for 
many miles, so that we cannot help doing 
what we can for them, feeding their poor 
bodies and dressing their sores, and then 
very often before there is time to instruct 
them in our Holy Religion, they die, some 
of them without having recovered from 
their exhausted condition. 

In the face of these desperate conditions 
we do all we can to save at least the chil- 
dren; some of our Sisters go out many 
miles into the country and baptize the little 
children. One Sister baptized fifty babies 
in one day. This is arduous work, but the 
reward is far greater, for we know that the 
parents cannot feed the little ones and, dy- 
ing for want of proper care, their little 
souls go up where they will suffer no more, 
but enjoy the everlasting bliss of God's 
presence. What more can we do? If it 
were not for the regular draft you send 
us each month we would not be able to pay 
the food bills which pile up mountain high; 
even then we can only lessen the debt and 
ask for more credit. 
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For the past four or five months yours 
is the only help we have received, and so all 
the good we are permitted to do is really 
yours and that of the faithful and generous 
Readers of Tue Lamp. If I have regis- 
tered thousands of Baptisms of late and 
been able to instruct many adults, it is all 
because you have kept the work going by 
your contributions. If you ever stopped, 
we should have to close St. Joseph’s Hos- 
pital, and then what would become of us

THE FLOATING INDEBTEDNESS 
When we-appealed to the clients of St. 
Anthony, a few years ago, to purchase the 
farm for the Saint by contributing six 
thousand dollars, which was its original 
purchase price, 4s : 
you all know, they 
fesponded with 
splendid generosity 
and on June 13th 
last, St. Anthony’s 
Birthday, the full 
sum asked for was 
completed. But 
meantime the 
Floating Indebted- 
ness of over one 
thousand dollars 
had accumulated ; 
this was due to the, 
heavy expense we 
were under of get- 
ting the farm into 
working order, as 
everything was 
dilapidated; new 
fences to be built, 
low lands ditched. 
farming machinery 
to be purchased, 
and farm labor 
higher than it has 
ever been in the 
history of the coun- 
try. We had hoped 
by now this Floating Indebtedness would 
have been cleared off; but it has instead 
rather increased, so that at the present time 
it amounts to about $1,500.00. The expla- 
nation of this was the expense of purchas- 
ing seeds (both potato and onion seed this 
year were exceedingly high) and cultivating 
the crops when planted. But in addition 
‘v everything else, we have renovated an 
old barn on the farm and converted it inte

a very satisfactory dairy barn as well as 
stable for the oxen and two horses. This 
has been accomplished at considerable ex- 
pense, but yet at a big saving on what a new 
barn would have cost. We are sorry to 
have to tell our 
Readers that the 
crop yield has been 
to us a grievous 
disappoint- 
ment; whereas we 
expected at least 
500 busheis of 
onions, the yield 
was only one hun- 
dred, mainly due to 
the excessive rains, 
and the long pro- 
tracted cold of the 
spring and early 
summer; and the 
yield of the pota- 
toes was_ barely 
one-third as good 
as the yield was 
the year previous. 
Yet, even so, we 
were more fortu- 
nate than some of 
our neighbors, 
whose potato crop 
was almost totally 
destroyed by the 
blight which has 
prevailed in this 
section of the country. Instead of having 
any potatoes to sell, we have been con- 
strained to purchase 25 additional barrels 
to carry us through the winter and early 
spring; and we have only been able to sell 
a few bushels of onions, because the rest 
will be needed for home consumption. 
We feel sure that St. Anthony does not 
wish an encumbrance of debt to rest’ upon 


his farm, and we appeal to his Clients to 
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continue the good work which they began 
in purchasing the farm, by taking additional 
shares, in order to enable us to pay the 
fifteen hundred dollars which we have had 
to borrow in order to keep things going on 
the farm.

You will have already read in the Gray- 
moor Annals the surprising announcement 
that Judge Tompkins, of the Supreme 
Court of the State of New York, has ren- 
dered a decision against the Sisters of the 
Atonement, and in favor of the Plaintiff 
Trustees, in the law suit over the Graymoor 
Portiuncula.

‘refused to consider any alternative but 
eviction within sixty days, unless Divine 
Providence somehow igtervenes to per- 
petuate the occupancy of St. Francis House, 
Graymoor, by the Sisters, whose dwelling 
place it has been for the past eighteen years, 
the day is now at hand when these daugh- 
ters of St. Francis, who, in the spirit of 
their Seraphic Father, have ministered to 
the sick, the poor, and the unfortunate, and 
brought unspeakable blessings to Graymoor, 
are compelled to abandon their home 
and cast themselves afresh into the arms 
of that loving Providence which has always 
provided for them, and will not fail them 
now. 

In case the Sisters are actually dispos- 
sessed, which as far as we can foresee at 
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the present writing, is an immediate cer- 
tainty, Our Lady’s Hostel and the stable 
which adjoins it will be their temporary 
refuge until such time as a suitable convent 
can be erected for their lodgment. Now 
has come the time for the members of the 
Rosary League to demonstrate how strong 
and real is the family tie which unites us 
together in the bond of the Atonement 
What you have done in the past is an ear- 
nest of what you will do in the present hour 
of trial, for while the Sisters of the Atone- 
ment have been ever ready to share with 
you their spiritual goods and to serve you 
to the utmost of their power, you, their 
Sisters and Brothers of the Rosary League, 
have already shown your readiness to share 
with them, according to their needs, the 
material goods which a loving Providence 
has bestowed upon you. 

Not only have your alms in days gone 
by provided them with food and raiment 
and shelter, but in the past year you have 
contributed nearly ten thousand dollars to 
the erection of Our Lady’s Hostel, without 
which in this dark hour the Sisters would 
be constrained to say literally with our 
Lord: “Foxes have holes, birds of the air 
have nests, but we have not where to lay 
our heads.” 

This judgment of the Court has brought 
to the whole Atonement family an emer- 
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gency which demands of us mutual sacrifice 
son behalf of our Sisters. Since they have 
been evicted and are now in the act of 
moving what remains to them, one immedi- 
ate thing for us to do is to finish Our Lady’s 
Hostel and to pay off the lumber and other 
bills that are still unpaid, amounting in all 
to about $4,000. Our first duty, therefore, 
is to make up what is still lacking in the 
Ten Thousand Dollar Completion Fund of 
Our Lady’s Hostel.

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12,15). That is exactly the way our Sis- 
ters feel towards our Anglican brethren, 
who have tried so hard and persistently to 
turn them out of St. Francis’ Home: they 
realize that the Society of the Atonement’s 
God-given task of winning back the wan- 
dering sheep of Anglicanism to the One 
Fold of the True Shepherd, Peter, can only 
be accomplished by loving sacrifice on our 
part. The Sisters feel not the slightest 
grudge against them for what they have 
done, or are now doing; and pray most 
earnestly that this recourse to the law to 








the Sisters, with a line of sympathy in their

Let me assure you that the Sisters find 
a real joy in this new affliction that has 
come to them, paradoxical as it may seem, 
because they clearly understand that it is 
for the Truth’s sake they are suffering. St. 
Paul, in writing to the Corinthian Chris- 
tians, once said: “I most gladly spend and 
will spend myself for your souls, although 
loving you more I be loved less” (2 Cor.

This proclamation actually appeared a short 
time ago on the walls of Warsaw (Poland). It 
is almost unbelievable, and yet it is a fact. To 
render the above proclamation more effective, 
100,000 families were immediately expelled from 
Warsaw, to fare the best they could in the open, 
among the ruins of devastated Poland. 

The women of Poland have answered von 
Beseler’s offer in the same manner as the men 
of Poland have responded to Germany’s call for 
volunteer soldiers to fight the battles of the Cen- 
tral Powers. Thirty thousand young men have 
been hanged for refusing to enlist. Millions of 
women have perished from starvation, disease 
and exposure, and today there are no more chil- 
dren under the age of seven in Poland. 

For every hundred births there are two hun- 
dred and forty deaths. The newly born children 
die almost immediately, for their mothers have 
nothing to give them but their tears. Deaths 
from dysentery, typhus, tuberculosis and famine 
are increasing daily. 

Eleven million people are entirely dependent 
upon charity. Only money can buy food. 

The sacred duty of caring for those unfortu- 
nates is incumbent upon the Polish Victims’ 
Relief Fund of New York. Recognized by the 
State Department in Washington as the only 
clearing house in this country for the transmis- 
sion of money to Poland, this organization must 
Strive to save those who miraculously have es- 
caped death so far.

It is refreshing to come across a clean and 
wholesome novel nowadays. So we very gladly 
advise our readers to read Slippy McGee. All 
Lamp readers interested in the Graymoor 
Brothers’ Christopher will find an added zest in 
the reading. Although a good “Father de Rancé” 
tells the tale, we doubt if the writer is a Catholic, 
for the priest is a little “stagey.” However, the 
book is altogether charming and we hope that this 
new writer will soon give us another as good. 
Here is a brief outline of the plot: :

A long time after that they were taken 
out again, when Father de Rancé and Slippy 
McGee codperated in a glorious job of safe- 
cracking which endangered their reputations and 
their bodies but thrilled their souls. 

From opposite ends of the social and physical 
worlds the young priest and the young burglar, 
with broken lives, with much in common in tem- 
perament, met by accident and remained together 
in spite of difficulties that sometimes seemed un- 
conquerable.

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NECROLOGY 


In September one of the oldest priests in the 
Archdiocese of Chicago died ini the person of 
the Rev. John Kilkenny. Father Kilkenny was 
in his 78th year. He was the pioneer priest 
of the Chicago Archdiocese, being adopted for 
the Chicago diocese by Bishop O’Regan in 1855, 
for which he was ordained by the Most Rev. 
Peter Richard Kendrick. Archbishop of St. Louis, 
on June 29, 1862. 


Following an operation, the death of the Rev. 
A. J. McCann, rector of St. Joseph’s Church, 
Danville, Pa. occurred on September 29th. 
Father McCann was 56 years of age and had 
been rector of St. Joseph’s Church for the past 
nine years. 


The Rev. Charles M. Reich, pastor of St. 
Teresa’s Church, Albany, Ga., died on September 
2ist, in Augusta. He was born in Johnstown, 
Pa., 48 years ago, and was educated for the priest- 
hood at St. Vincent’s Seminary, Beatty, Pa. 


The Rev. Frank Beuchel, the oldest priest in 
Ohio, died on September 26th, in the Convent of 
the Sisters of the Precious Blood, at Franks, near 
Tiflin, Pa., where he had served as chaplain since 
1897. He was born in Lechitenstein, a province 
of Germany, in 1825. He came to America in 
1869 and was ordained in 1871. 


Dr. Peter G. Hughes, chief surgeon of St. 
Catherine’s Hospital, Brooklyn, died at Milford, 
Pa., the last day of September. His uncle is the 
Vicar-General of the Pittsburgh diocese. Dr. 
Hughes studied medicine in New York University 
and, for two years, at Dublin. 


A Dublin dispatch of late date says that the 
largest funeral procession seen in Dublin since 
the funeral of Charles Stewart Parnell, in 1891, 
took place from the Marlborough Street Cathe- 
dral, when Thomas Ashe, the Sinn Fein leader, 
was buried. It was estimated that 50,000 march- 
ers took part in the procession. 
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At the age of almost 104 years, Patrick 
Maguire of Hopkinton, Mass., passed away last 
month. He came from County Denegal, Ireland, 
and was one of those pioneer farmers who laid 
the foundation of the agricultural abundance and 
beauty of the “Bay State.” 


One of the greatest missionaries of the Pas- 
sionist Order, Father Robert McNamara, passed 
to his eternal reward in Newark, N. J., last 
month while conducting a mission in that city 
at St. Joseph’s Church,—a fitting close to an un- 
interrupted missionary career of forty-one years, 
which had lasted from 1876 to the time of his 


death. Bishop O’Connor was celebrant of the 
funeral Mass in St. Michael’s Monastery, 
Hoboken. 


Sister Mary Bernard of the Sisters of Charity 
died in New Orleans in October and was buried 
from St. Teresa’s Church, Solemn 
Requiem Mass was celebrated by the pastor, 
Father Roth, six of the priests of the Arch- 
diocese acting as pall-bearers. The Rev. Thomas 
J. Kenny, of New Orleans, is her brother and 
Sister Mary Stella, Superior of the Sisters of 
Mercy at Walbrook, is her sister.

At one time 
Father Lyons taught at St. Mary’s College, 
Kansas, for a number of years, and was its vice- 
president in 1911.
